At the nurses’ prize-giving at the Man- 


chester Victoria Memorial Jewish Hospital

that while nearly all hospitals were short 
staffed, this one was almost unique in having 
a waiting list for nurses, since so many who 
had qualified there wished to return.

_Vatls at this hospital arises from the special 
consideration that is shown also for patients. 


Only recently we reported that the hospital 


had adopted a new meals scheme, and that 


this experiment had proved remarkably 
successful. Some fifteen years ago, . this 


hospital took the lead in other mnovations. . 


It arranged for out-patients to attend by 


appointment, so that they should not be kept — 


waiting for a lengthy period before being. 
seen by the doctors. Again, the routine of 


the hospital was started an hour later than 


in any other Manchester hospital. Although 
that involved extra expense, it was of benefit: 


to the patient by allowing: extra sleep. In 
these and other ways, the sick and suffering 
were 


treated as friends rather. than as 
“numbers.” It may truly be said that the 
experiments carried out--within the 
Manchester: Jewish Hospital have become a 
pattern for the rest-of the country. When | 
this: voluntary hospital was transferred to.

A charge against. Victor Cecil Burgess 


of using insulting’ words at a public meet- 


ing, was dismissed by. the North London 
Magistrate, Mr. W. Blake Odgers, K.C., 
last Friday. . Burgess was accused on 4 
summons alleging that he used the words 
complained of at a Union Movement 
meeting at Ridley Road, Dalston, on 
Burgess pleaded not guilty 
and declined to give evidence. 

According to police evidence, questions 
were asked after Burgess had spoken at 
meeting. A piece of paper. was 
handed to the defendant by a questioner, 
who said it was a list of M.P.s, and asked 
Burgess to tell him which were Jews. 
The police alleged that Burgess said: 
“ There is the list. Whatever comment 
1 make’ won't alter the House of Com- 
There are too many ruddy. Jews 
in the House. I’ may as. well be hung 
for a sheep as.a lamb, so I will tell you. 
why—-because they had now. got their 
National Home, They murdered, raped, 

and fired to get if, and they got it. Now 
[ don’t see any reason why they should: 
have ours, too. 
their home; the better for us. 

Answering questions by Mr. C. H. W. 
Messer, prosecuting, police officer 
said there were no signs of disorder at 
the. meeting. but: added. mainly 
Jewish people 
hood. 

In answer to other. questions, the police 
witness agreed that he did not think there 
was going to be a. breach of the. peace 
at the time. He agreed that he had been 
at meetings during the last six- months 
and he could recall No scenes of disorder.

Despite. manufacturers’ pessimistic 
forecasts early last month that a further 
reduction in prices might result mn a lock- 
out of - between 50,000 and 60,000 
workers, Isfael’s industry continues un- 
disturbed.
